WASHINGTON. Oct. 17. — The 
political consequences of President 
Truman's decision to decontrol meat 
are being variously surveyed today, 
Democrats seem to lean to the idea 
that the action came in time to 
ward off defeat in the congressional 
elections. Certainly lf th* decon­ 
trol order had not been issued, the 
Republicans would have had more 
of an issue than they have now. 
'i-ie Republicans, on the other 
hand, insist that the entire eco­ 
nomic effcwvtion is causing wide­ 
spread protest and that this will be 
reflected at the polls 
They be­ 
lieve that the protest feeling is al­ 
ready deeply ingrained in the elec­ 
torate and that the decontrol action 
comes too late to bring stability 
of the meat supply. 
The Democrats expect to benefit 
politically by the obvious rise in 
prices. For it 1b reasoned that, by 
forcing the removal of controls, the 
President has demonstrated that 
inflationary forces are at work to 
raise the cost of living. 


Controls Can Be Reimposed 


It seems to have been overlooked 
that the President can reimpose 
controls under his brood powers and 
that theoretically nothing final has 
been attained by recent decisions. 
After 
election, 
controls 
can 
be 
reimposed as a means of stopping 
the rise of living costs. 
But the 
predictions from informed quarter* 
are that prices will drop after a few 
weeks and that the ultimate pricg 
level will not be far beyond what 
it wa* under ceiling*. If meat be­ 
comes adequate at reasonable prices. 
it seems unlikely that there will be 
a demand for the replacement of 
controls. 
It is. therefore, the immediate ’ 
future—the time between now and 
November 5th—which has to be 
appraised from a political viewpoint. 
Prices will remain high until elec­ 
tion day at least 
and It seems 
improbable that much meat will 
find its way to the nation’* dinner 
table for some time to come. If the 
voters are unhappy about this turn 
of events and lf they continue to 
blame the Democratic administra­ 
tion. 
it would

that the 
protest vote would be cpnsiderabfr 
The 
Democratic 
managers 
are 
issuing statements of confidence that 
they will retain a majority in both 
houses. Usually statements before 
election are made for psychological 
effect not only on voters but on 
party workers. The Democrats, it 
must be noted 
are basing their 
confidence on something more than 
wishful thinking. In the last sev­ 
eral election* the Democrats have 
had the benefit of the organization 
work of the regular organizations 
of any political party. H ie CIO- 
PAG gets out thf vote and the heavy 
registration figures in many stales 
just announced are being viewed bv 
Democratic managers as a aim that 
the vote has been gotten out through 
the labor union organizations. 
The labor strength, however. Is 
concentrated In the cities. It can 
influence the outcome of guberna­ 
torial or senatorial races because 
big majorities in the cities can cut 
down 
and 
overcome 
Republican 
majorities in rural 
districts and 
small towns. In the votiiig. on the 
other hand 
for members of the 
House of Representative* this can­ 
not be a factor. Each congre.sslonai
